Hope tor nopper 
spray funds alive

WASHINGTON - "Ilie Idaho con- 
gressional delegation has failed to win 
a commitment from the Agriculture 
' Ocpartment foe federal funds to spray 
the state's grasshopper-infested 
public lands. 

But alter meeting with Deputy 
Agriculture Secretary Richard Lyng 
for more than an hour ,FrIday, the 
delegation won a pledge from Lyng 
that the request he rejected earlier as 
acting secretary would be reviewed 
by Agriculture Secretary John Block. 

"We haven't lost hope at all," said 
Bill Livingstone, an aide to. Sen. 
James McClurc, following the 
session. 

Karen Darling, deputy assistant 
secretary for a^cultural marketing 
and inspection services, said de- 
partment officials would meet Mon- 
day to review the request for up to $10 
million for spraying public lands to 
rein in what some state oftlclals 
believe may become the worst in- 
festation ever. 

"The deputy promised we would 
take another look at It." Darling said . 
after Lyng's session with McClurc, 
Sen. StGVG Symms and Congrcssmon 
Larry Craig. 

"But we have no money In the 
contlnf!cncy fund and there has been

no money appropriated," she said, 
adding that chances were slim that 
the multjbillion-dollar ' Commodity 
Credit CctTi. revolving fund would be 
tapped to finance the spraying. 

"It's been a bad year for pests," 
Darling said, citing numerous pest 
problems in other regions of the 
nation. "If the United States gov- 
ernment decided lo kill all bugs, WG 
would double the deficit very quickly. 
. . : If we can't find the money, I'm. 
sure the senators and the con- 
gressrfian will understand that." 

Gov. John Evans signed a pipcla- 
matlon declaring the state a disaster 
area in an attempt to trigger federal 
aid. State agriculture officials had 
hoped to secure enough federal money 
to spray a strategic 600,000 of the 4.5 
mlllidn acres of public land plagued 
by the {grasshoppers to protect the $L2 
billion southern Idaho crop. 

In response to Lyng's initial rejec- 
tion of the state request, Evans said In 
Idaho Falls Friday that if the USDA 
decision remains unchanged he will 
take Idaho's case directly to Presi- 
dent Reagan: The governor was 
enroute to Nashville, Tcnn., for the 



National Governors Conference. 

"The bureaucracy wins as long as 
they delay," said Livingstone. "Then 
they don't have to spend the money." 

According to officials of the Animal 
Plant Health Inspection Service, who 
oversees such problems. Lyng ori- 
ginally rejected the slate request for 
money because of budgetary con- 
straints and because some analysts 
felt It was so late In the grasshopper 
cycle that spraying would do little or 
no good. 

Even If the money were authorized 
now, APHIS officials say It would take 
as long as 10 more days before 
spraying begins _. 

Elmer Russell, head of the state 
Agriculture Department's bureau of 
plant services, agreed that bi some 
areas it probably already Is too late, 
but he said If spraying could begin 
Immediately It would help in others. 

If the public lands would be 
sprayed, Russell said farmers' 
spraying on their own land would be 
kept to a minimum, perhaps only once 
or twice this season. But without 
attacking grasshoppers on public 
lands, farmers will be forced to spray 
repeatedly. r 

"It's an Individual decision on how 
much they- wont to spend," he said. 
"But It could mean the difference 
between a crop and no crop."

Terms made for sale 
of hospital for prison

GOODING — A private prison 
operator and Gooding city officials 
have come to terms on the sale of 
the empty tuberculosis hospital, 

bucklngham Security Ltd. of 
Lewisburg, Pa., wants lo operate n 
western regional prison for pro- 
tective custody ;ind special In- 
mates at the Gooding site. 

The hospital Is owned by the 
state of Idalio and Gooding city 
was given, authority eariler this 
monlli lo act as broker for Ihe sale. 

Clly officials reached tlie 
agreement with Joseph and 
Charles Fcnton of Buckingham 
Security Friday, but Gooding 
Mayor Gene Heller said tcrn^s of 
the agreement cannot be released 
until the proposal is presented lo 
the Idaho State Land Board tor 
approval. 

"There are legal procedures we . 
must follow and we can not go 
further until we get In touch wltti 



Stan Hamilton, the land board 
administrator," Heller said, ad- 
ding thai Hamilton is on vacation 
until next weok^ 

The Fenlons are also negollating 
with three adjacent landowners, 
hoping lo be able to use a 3&-acre 
site for the proposed 720-bed facili- 
ty.. '.'The Fcntons are conducting 
their own confidential negotiations 
with the other property owners. 
Those negotiations are on-going, 
aodoncouraging," Heller said. 

He atsO'Sald that engineers from 
Morrison-Knudsen Co, of Boise 
were at tlie site conducting surveys 
and evaluations of tlie buildings 
Friday. ' ■ • 

The Fenlons have told city of- 
ficials Uiat the Boise construction 
firm will build the $10 million 
facility with ground-breaking 
scheduled for the spring of 1985 if 
tlic sale can be completed. 

The. private, regional prison is 
expected to bring 300 new jobs and 
a $5 million annual payroll to. the 
Magic Valley, officials say.

' WASHINGTON- John W.Hincfcloy 
Jr. told a federal Judge Friday that he 
is ready to be released from a mental 
hospital where he was sent afler 
jurors found him Insane in the 198t 
shooting of President Hcagan. ' 

"I have refrained from asking for a 
hearing because 1 wasn't ready," said 
-■ Hinckley, who left St. Elizabeths Hos- 
pital for Pic first time since he was 
cdtnm'ltted two years ago to attend the 
court proceeding, 

"I am.ready now and will tile notice 
with the court," Hinckley told U.S, 
District Judge Barrington D. Parker. 

Under the law Hinckley intends lo . 
use, to win release he must prove he is 
no longer a danger to himself or 
others because of mental Illness. Fed-- 
eral law gives people committed to 
mental hospitals Ihe right to petlllon 
for their release every six months. 

He may present any psychiatric 
testimony he believes supports his 
cose, whether from hospital 
psychiatrists orothers, but II is up to 
the Judge to decide if he has proved 
that he Is not dangerous. 

Hinckley wrote to Parker last week 
asking for a'hcaring and said he would 
he would dismiss his attorneys, Vin- 
cent Fuller and Judith 'Miller, and 
would represent himself when he files 
a petition for release.

In court, however, Hinckley said he 
had not yet decided whether to fire the 
attorneys. He insisted, however, he 
■Intended to represent himse lf In t he 
proceedings. 

Parker told Hinckley that under 
Supreme' Court and other court 
rulings "you can proceed'on your own 
but I can have someone sit In the 



wings to see that It docs not get off 
co\irse. I Intend to do that." 

He told Hinckley to file the petition . 
any time he wanted to. 

In his letter to Parker he said he 
wanted to appear before the Judge 
because; "I believe the only way you 
con see for yourself whether or not I 
am competent to represent myself is 
through a hearing in which I could 
prove my abilities to you. Otherwise, 
it would be unfair to make a ruling one 
way or the other." 

Hinckley also disputed statements 
made by Fuller and government 
prosecutors last April that he has not 
been denied his ri^t to free speech at 
St. Elizabeths Hospital. 

In an April letter to Parker, 
Hinckley said he had been at the 
mental hospital for two years under 
severe restrictions not Imposed on 
any other patient. Fuller told the 
court at the time that he had in- 
vestigated and had talked to Hinckley 
and learned that his client was under 
no restrictions that did not apply to 
other patients. 

Parker presided over Hinckley's 
trial in the shooting of Reagan and 
three other men on March 30, 1981. 
Hinckley was committed to St. 
Ellzobeths in June 1382 after a federal 
jury found him Innocent by reason of 
insanity. . 



Does Soviet pessimism possess substance? 



Declaration of space talks as 'impossible' causes no surprise

WASHINGTON -The Soviet Union's assertion 
that the United States has rendered "impossible" 
scheduled negotiations on space weaponry comes ^ 
OS little suiprlse'. 

And It probably Isn't the lost word, either, over on 
■ issue wf ere both sides have so far done most of 
their talking past — rather than to— one another. 
— ITie date; Sept.- IB, was agreed.-and the place. ■ 
Vienna, was too. And according to White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes, the United States still 
bitendstoshowup. 

But from the beginning, when the administration 
quickly accepted theSovlets' June 29 proposal for 
the meeting, there has been a vast difference over 
thepurposeolltall. 

While the administration said It was accepting the . 
Soviet proposal to hold talks on space weapons, it 
insisted on the right to raise other arms control 
Issues — such as Intercontinental and 
hitermedlate-range nuclear missiles. Moscow 
countered that it wouldn't allow that, and wanted 
the agenda limited to a proposed ban of space 
weaponry — namely antl-satellite weapons, known

as ASATs. 

Moreover, the Kremlin wanted the United States 
to agree Immediately to an Interim moratorium on 
the testing and deployment of such weapons. ITie 
Soviet Union, which already has tested a somewhat 
crude ASATdevlcerdeclared a unilateral " 
moratorium last November; the administration has 
balked at delaying development of a more 
sophisticated andeffectlve U.S. ASAT weapon, 
saying its prodifction and testing Is needed for 
parity with the Soviets. 

. SpeakcssaidthBt"Wewliltakewhateverthe 
Soviets say on ahti-satellite weapons seriously and 
respond constructively." At the same time, he said, 
the United States stUl plans to raise the Issue of ' 
strategic weapons, and "If the Soviets do'not choose 
to listen to our views on this subject, they need not." 

The U.S. approach on the talks was carefully 
crafted — and carefully vague — according to 
officials at the Pentagon and State Department, 
after Washington was taken by surprise when the 



Soviets first proposed the talks. 
. But tlieSovlet position also has been carefully set 
oiit, as each side sought to portray Itself to global 
public oplQlon as favoring negotiations, hoping to 
pin the blame on the other if the talks didn't get oft 
the ground. 

One senior Statp Department official told a 
reporter several days ago that the Soviets may have 
expected Washbigton to reject the proposed talks 
and were"caught otf guard" b ythe 
administration's statCTient ofacccptance. Tfie 
official, who spoke on condition he not be identified, 
suggested Moscow had "painted Itself lntoa~ 
comer" and would be looking for a way out. 

But although Secretary of State George P. Sbultz 
said on several occasions that theSovlets "just 
won't toke yes for an answcr," the reality was that 
the administration never really did accept the 
Soviet proposal. 

Key Pentagon officials suspected the Kremlin's 
goal was lo maintain an advantage In ASAT 
weapons and also to block the Reagan 
administration plans for ^ce-based — or "Star 
Wars"— weapons. 

But with pressure from Congress and the State

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Reagan's spokesman rejected on 
Friday the ICremlin's claim that 
Washington has made space weapons 
talks In VIemiathls fall "impossible." 

He said Reagan still assumes the 
Soviets con be persuaded to come to 
the bargaining table. 

"The door is not closed so far as 
we're concerned an d we'll b e there," 
said spokesman fJariy Speakes. 

But Speakes also said that despite 
Soviet objections the United States 
still Intends to raise at Vienna the 
possibility of rcnewhig the suspended 
Geneva talks on reducing offensive 
nuclear weapons. 

"Already existing nuclear systems 
deserve our' urgent attention," 
Speakes said. 

"If the Soviets do not choose to 
listen to our views on this subject, 
they need not," he said. "But for us, 
and for mankind, this subject is too 
Important to Ignore." 

He said this position does not 



amount to a pre-condition for the' 
Vienna talks.' 

"We will take whatever the Soviets 
say on ^anti-satelllte - weapons 
seriously 'and respond cod- 
slructlvely," Speakes said. 

"We simply point out that we wish 
to restore exchanges on the subject of 
offensive nuclear arms," he said. 
-iiThe-world hasa-right-to expoct-lhe— 
Soviet Union and the United States to 
maintalnsuch discussions.". 

Speakes complained that ttie Soviet 
news agency Tass had "misrepre- 
sented" the U.S. position on the 
Vienna talks. 

That position, he said, "is that we 
have accepted the Soviet prc^josal for 
discussions In Vienna in September 
without preconditions." - 

"Our preparations are continuing 
vigorously and we expect to be in , 
Vienna," Speakessaid. 

"We do not believe thai such dis- 
cussions are 'impossible,' " he .said.

Plan to scrap leaded gas 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The govemment's long- 
awaited proposal to eliminate leaded gasoline will be 
unveiled Monday but President Reagan will have 
nothing to do wlUi It, the adnUnlstratlon's chief 
environmental orflclal said Friday. 

Reagan will be staying on the sidelines to keep 
politics out of the decision. 

The actual decUon will not be made tmtU early Inlbe 
next administration because the proposal wll] be open 
to public comment for six months, said Elnvlranmental 
Protection Administration chief WUIIam D. 
Ruckelshaus.

Rebate to Britain bloclfed

additional financing for the trading bloc.

budget Contributions If the rebate Is not paid by the end 
oflheycar. . . 

The parliament, In its first session since Its June 17 
elections, also took a slap at the European heads of 
state, saying th^ Ignored the body when they worked 
out the rebate formula at their June 24-25 summit.

FDA's aspirin labeling case 
sent back to district court 



WASHINGTON (AP) - A fedcrhl 
appeals court refused Friday to order 
the labeling of aspirin containers ivlth 
warnings of a possible link lietweon 
the pain reliever and Heye's 
Syndrome, a sometimes deadly 
chlldiiood di'xiasc. 

But the three-judge panel returned 
the case to the U.S. District Court to ' 
determine whether the Food and Drug' 
Administration "unreasonably dc< 
laycd resolution of the labeling ques- 
tion." 

. "We stress that the present case 
places on the district court a grave 
responsibility to ensure that the pace 
of agency action does not Jeopardize 
the lives of hundreds of children," the 
court said. 

In a decision written by Judge J. 
Skelly WriRht. llie court noted that "In 
tills case tlie principle of respect for 
the Integrity of ttie administrative 
process. . .precludes judicial review, . 
prior to a dellnltivc agency resolution, 
of the substantive merits of whether 
aspirin products are misbranded un- 



less they carry a label' warning of 
Iteye'sSyndrome," the court said. 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services and the FDA hod 
decided in 1982 to require warning 
labels be added to aspirin packages. 
Out the department backed away 
from the decision after the American 
Academy of Pediatrics' executive 
board said more conclusive evidence 
of a link between aspirin and Reye'^ 
Syndrome, a rare, viral disease, 
should be obtained first. 

The department asked for public 
comment on the warning labels. The 
process is continuing, an FDA 
spokeswoman said, before a final 
decision is made but the govemment 
is still asking the public to be aware of 
the potential hazards of using aspirin 
to treat viral ailments In children: 

In his ruling of March 14, 1983| U,S. 
District Judge John Garrett Penn said 
the relationship between children's 
use of aspirin and Rcyc's Syndrome 
should be studied more closely before 
wamlng labels are required on botUes '

Investigation begins in yet another fatal Amtrak acGident

GOOSE 'OTEEK, S.C. — An Investigation 
' was being made Friday into the cause ol a 
collision between a train canying 360 pet^le 
and a truck In which one person was killed. 

It was the lifUi fatal Amtrak accident In 22 
days and tbe third this monUt-'bi South 
Carolina, 

The latest accident occurred.at a railroad 

crossing Thursday night at Goose Creek, 
about 15 miles northwest of Charleston. 
Authorities said the crossing did not have a 
warning signal. Only one of tbe (wo prevbus 
collisions In South Carolina this month oc- 
curred at a crossing that had signals, 
authorities said. 

Patricia Phillips, 35, of Berkeley County, 
was killed when the Silver Meteor, bound from 
Jacksonville. Fla,, to New York City, rammed 
the pickup truck her husband was driving. 



authorities said. Michael Pbilllps. 34, Jumped 
out 0 f the truck and escaped serious injury. 

No passengers were hurt and the train was 
delayed less than. one hour, said Robbie 
McLaughlin, a general yordmaster for 
Seabord Systems, which Is In charge of tracks 
In South Carolbia. 

The truck was on one of the tracks at the 
dual-track' crossing when the accident oc- 
curred, said Goose Creek police Chief Richard 
Ruonalo. 

'^My personal -hiterpretatlon would be — 
and we have not been able to substantiate this 
— It appears he started across the crossing, 
realized a train was coming and stopped," 
Ruonala said. 

Information from the engine crews also 
Indicated that the truck was stopped, said 
Owen Pride, spokesman for Seaboard 
Systems Rail, which Is In charge ol rail tracks 
hi South Canaina. 

"They state that the locomotive headlight 



was bumbtg as prescribed, tbe locomotive 
horn was sounding ois prescribed. The pickup 
truck made no sti^ udll it was r-? the tracks. 
It then stopped and the crew is ui»ible to state 
why it did not move oft thetracks," hesald.

Famed pollster Gallup, 82, 
dies at Swiss summer home 



THUN, Switzerland (AP) - George 
.. Gallup, whose Gallup.PoUs took the 
pulse of the world for a half century 
and helped reshape American polf- 
tics, has died at Ms summer dome In 
Switzeriand. He was 82. 
' Gallup was stricken Thursday at his 
home In the village of Tschlngel, and 
died shortly after bebig admitted to a 
hosiiltal. Dr. Ernst Dreler, duty 
physician at Thun hospital, said Fri- 
day. Gallup's assistant, Sarah Vann 
Allen, said in. Princeton, N.J., that . 
death apparently was due to a heart 
qttack.

Bruce said that by selling surplus 
electricity to California utilities, 
Idaho Power has "saved Its custom- 
ers tens of millions of dollars over the 
last decade." 

Revenues from those sales have 
averaged just under $11 million dur- 
ing the Jasl ten years, Idaho Power 
said. The company also said the 
average per-kllowatt-hour price paid 
by Califomlans during that period has 
exceeded the average paid by Idaho 
Power customers. 

"That means Califomlans have 
been subsidizing Idaho's economy 
through energy purchases hy helping 
hold down power rates and leaving 
our customers more money in their 
pockets," Bnicesaid. ■ '

Pests crossing 
western states

TWIN FALLS — The stage (or the 
1984 grasshopper Invasion was set 
last fall when a November storm 
covered millions of 'hopper' eggs 
burled beneath southern Idaho 
rangelands with an insulating 
blanket of snow. 

Thanks to the early season snow, 
the hopper eggs — fortified with a 
natural antl-freezc — were able to 
survive winter temperatures that 
plunged way tKlow zero, says Dr. 
Robert Anderson, a professor of 
entomology at Idaho State IMversl- 
ty. 

Idaho's hopper platoons are part 
of a larger army of grasshoppers 
and Mormon crickets that are ad- 
vancing on farmers In six. western 
states stretchhig east to the 
Dokotas. The Infestation Is at its 
worst In South Dakoia, where up to 
150 grasshoppers per-square-yard 
have been reported In some farm 
fields. Idaho farmers report up to 50 
grasshoppers per square yard, with 
levels of more than eight per square 
yard considered by federal a^cul- 
tural officials to constitute an in- 
festation. 

. "When we're talking grasshopper 
money, we're not Just tallting 
Idaho," said Ka ren J)arllng,

Methodists surge toward ethnic equity

In a dramatic surge of ethnic minority and 
women Ictidership In the United Methodist 
Church, two women, one of them black, four black 
men, a Japanese-American and a Mexican have 
jKcn ele<;ted bishops. 



TlieBIackTWoman,- Bishop LeonHneT.C.-Kcllyr 
an evangelism specialist and one-time Virginia 
pastor, is the first of her race and sex to become 
bishop In any maJorGhristlan body. 

It also was the first tlrpr/pj^ytepanic lo ify 
elevated to the highest eccleSfi,S;»»vel in Uic' 
denomination of 9.3 million, second largest in U.S. 
Protestantism to Southern Baptists. 

The episcopal elections In the five regional 
Jurisdictions, a oncc-In-four-years affair, chose a 
total of 19 bishops, including tlie second Asian to 
achieve that office, the Uilrd woman and the first 
bIncklntheSouthcast. . . 

Altogether the outcome put' 13 ethnic minority 
bishops on the church's 4C-mcmbcr Council of 
Bishops, a record number, live more than before, 
including 1 1 blocks, one Mian and one Hispanic*. 

"The leadership of the denomination lias 
changed to reflect the diversity of the church," 
says newly elected Bishop Woodje W. White, a 
black assigned to Springfield, III, 

"For many years the church lagged behind 
society at large in Its commitment to eradicate 
racism," says While. 48, who for 15 years lias 
headed the church's Commission of Religion and 
Race inWa-shington. D.C. 

"We are now ahead of society." 

The new and first Hispanic bishop, chosen by 
the Western 'Jurisdictional meeting In Boise Is 
Elias C.Galvan, 46, of Ixs Angeles, director of 
the Qouncll on ministries there, assigned to 
Phoenix, Ariz, 



A Mexican, he also Is the first citizen of another 
country to become a bishop of the U.S. church. 

The Western Jurisdiction also elected Bishop 
Kelly, G4, formerly a black woman pastor in 
Richmond, Va., and recently the denomination's 
evangelism executive in Nashville. She was 
assigned to head the church's San Francisco 
area. 

- — It was the first time in 36 years thnt a Mothodlst" 
bishop had been chosen from across jurisdictional 
lines, the West reaching Into the Southeast. She- 
belonged to the Virginia conference,

Christian summit in communist Europe touchy;

' A '-'(ime of trembling." an Ameri- 
can Lutheran called the mood sur- 
rounding the first international 
assembly of a major Christian body to 
be held in Communist Eastern 
Europe. 

The place was Budapest, Hungary, 
where reprcsentatatlves of the 
world's Lutherans this week began a 
15-day meeting amid friction over 
their own leadership. East-West rela- 
tions and the roic' of somi Soutli 
African churches. 

The Rev. Carl Mau Jr.. genera! 
secretary of the Lutheran World Fed- 



eration, said in an opening report that • 
the setting itself underlines the key 
challenge — how to deal with the 
tielglitened tensions between the 
superpowers. He added: 

"By being here wc. as the 
worldwide Lutheran community, 
want to affirm that the church of 
Christ Is not subservient to any politl-. 
cal ideology, that It transcends politi- 
cal, 'cultural and other boundaries ' 
separatingpeople." 

But Uiose differences simmered in 
questions over the choice of a new 
president, of the federation, which 
embraces about 55 million of the 
world's 70'nllll!on Lutherans. 

The assembly, which meets atwut 



cveiv seven years, customarily picks 
its succeeding president from the host 
church, and Hungary's Lutheran 
Bishop Zoilan Kaldy normally would 
be the likely choice. 

But some Scandinavian Lutherans 
and articles In the German religious 
press have objected that Kaldy was 
overly cooperative with the Maricist 
government and has not been critical 
enough of Communist Ideology. 

That drew a retort from a group of 
Hungarian pastors and laity. In a Joint 
letter, they called the clalm2=ran 
attempt lo "slander and attack our 
church which is living In a socialist 
country and trying to remain faithful 
to her I.«rd Jesus Christ." 



Several possible alternatives to 
'Kaldy have been mentioned. Includ- 
ing Presiding Bishop David Preus' of 
the American Lutheran Church and a 
Canadian theologian, the Rev. RogeV 
Nostbakken of Saskatoon. 

But Kaldy, who has headed the 
430,000-member Lutheran Church of 
Hungary since 1958 and who also is a 
member of the ungarlan parliament, 
was firmly defending his church's 
role in the early phase of the 
assembly. 

Living 1n a different environment 
"does not mean that we mix the 
gospel with any ideology," he said. "It 
docs not mean Confoimlsm."

LOS ANGELES <AP) - On the 
eve of' the opening ceremonies, 
" Libya withdrew Its small team from 
the Summer Olympics after throe 
journalists were denied entry into 
the United States. Two of Uie three 
were on a secret list of known 
terrorists, according to sources In 
the International Olympic Commit- 
tee. 

In another prfrOiympIc devel- 
opment Friday, this one affecting 
the U.S. team, welghtllfter Jeff 
Michcls lost his appeal to reverse a 
suspension Imposed for alleged dnig 
use at the Pan American Games last 
year. He criticized the U.S. Olympic 
''Committee for taking away his 
chance for Olympic fame.

A habitat has been confirmed 
and studies underway since 1983 In the Selkirk moun- 
tains of extreme northern Idaho. 

Hovwiver, a management program has not been 
implemented in another ecosystem, which Includes the 
Selway-Blttcrroot Wlldemcss as well as other land 
stretching Into the southeastern section of the 
Clearwater National Forest. 

Servheen said .the $5,400 requested by the state Fish 
and Game Department would fund part of a study to 
allow wildlife biologists to confirm whether there are 
any grizzlies iri the northern part of the ecosystem, 
outside the area already designated wfldemess. That 
section was singled out because the danger of Impact on 
tMar populations in the wilderness area was not as 
great, he said. 

"ThC' fate of the grizzly bear Is In our hands," 
Servheen said, "It won't be long before he'll be gone 
from these lands if we don' t do something now.'.' 

Only between 700 apd 900 grizzlies exist on about 
20,000 miles of land In Wyoming, Montana, Washington 
and Idaho. That's about I percent of the original 
population, Servheen said. 
But commissioners, who discussed the request during 



a telephone conference in^unc after tabling thc Issue In 
May, were split on whether to approve Idaho's 
paHlcIpatloninthepIan. - - 

Gov. John Evans has signed an Interstate 'compact 
with Montana, Wyoming and Washington to protect the 
bears, but Commissioner E.G. "Pete" Thompson. of 
Sandpoint said he disagreed with the need for thestudy. 

"I'd feel a lot better If 1 thought the Pish ant) WlldllTc 
Service was consistent in the way they're managing 
grizzly bears," Thompson said. "It makes me uncom-

Montanaond then transplant them here." 

Servheen said no bears had been transplanted into the 
Sclway-Bitterrot area, and none would be transploxiled 
without 'commisston approval. Montana conducts a 
limited hunt for grizzly bears In one or the designated

"Bui WO don't have any indication that taking 10 
bears per year is a danger to grizzly bear populations in 
that particular area," Servheen said. « 

Thompson called the existence of grizzlies in the 
Sclway-Bltterroot area "rumors, word of moulh."

Fish and Game, said he had seen evidence of the bears

Mtn. sheep numbers expected to triple 



BOISE, Idaho (AP) — Idalio's bighorn sheep popula- 
tion could double or triple In the next decade under a 
progrpm Introduced to the state Fish and Game 
Commission Friday. 

Jerry Thiessen, head of the Fish and Game Depart-- 
- ment's Wildlife Division, said there are 3,000 to 3,500 
bighorns currently living on small, isolated ranges in 
the state. Many are In the Owyhee County afca of 
southwestern Idaho. 

But by trapping and transplanting about 900 sheep 
over the next 10 years, Thlcsscn told commissioners 
that those numbers could reach 4,000 by next year and 
6,0«f to 10,000 by the mid-1990s. 

"I think in 10 years Idaho will be noted for Its blghoni 
sheep management program and the opportunities for 
shcephunting,"hesald. ' 

Fish and Game officials have transplanted 320 In 25. 
areas across the stale since 1963, Thiessen said. " 
Department wildlife biologists have Identlllcd 40 addi- 
tional locations that would be suitable for bighorn sheep 
habitat, andmarcarebeing5tudled,hesald. 



A long-range trapping and transplanting program 
calls for 100 to 200 bighorns per year to be released at 
the designated sites. Officials hope to transplant SO 
during the coming winter, Thies.'ien said. , 

He said 40 of those would come from Wyoming at a 
cost of from S400 to S500 per head. The rest wpuld bo 
. moved from their homes on the South Fork of the 
Owyhee River and the Bruneau area. 
' The cost of transplanting Idaho sheep is almost 
double those brought In .from out of state because the 
Wyoming sheep arc raised seml-domcstlcally in areas 
easily accessible to wiidlifeafflclals, Thiessen said. 

Fish and Game has budgeted $43,000 for transplant 
programs Involving blglioms, mountain goatg and wild 
turkeys. About S25.000 of that is earmarked for slieep 
projects. Another $22,000 was donated to the effort by 
the North American Wild Sheep, Poundatloii, Thlcsscn 
said. 

■ But more funds are needed to carry out research on 
sheep populations In Owj4icc County, said John 
Beecham, head of the department's wildlife rcseardi 
division.
